Nearly 200 of the imprisoned un­ 
ion men have not eaten for several 
days but the police apparently do not 
care whether they eat or not. 
Nine dayK ago the trouble was pre­ 
cipitated 
by the declaration of a 
“free speech day” by the Industrial 
Workers, who decided to ignore the 
city ordinance. 
The 
police used 
streams of water from fire hose to 
disperse the m eetings 
and 
aresteo 
scores 
of union 
men. 
Since that 
time no day has passed without a 
large number of arrests for street 
speaking. 
Today there were fewer arrests, 
and the “water cure” was not used. 
Four of the Industrial W orkers’ 
leaders are In jail charged with con­ 
spiracy.

He was instantly killed 
and his slayers vanished.

Fook was just entering a house in 
Oakland conducted by Clee On, prest 
dent of the On Yick tong, when he 
was shot down and fatalv wounded. 
The police have enlisted the aid 
of the Six Companies in an effort to 


prevent further reprisals by members 
of the warring tong.
